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The origination and early success of this Hospital as a School 
for Ophthalmic Surgery are attrihutahle to a great Surgeon, 
John Cunningham Saunders, who first adapted the operation for 
Cataract to the condition of infancy. It is the earliest, in order of 
time, of the InstitutioDs of this class, now so general throughout 
this Empire and in other countries. 



It is deemed right to draw attention to the delay in submitting 
children with Cataract to the care of the Surgeon, In 660 cases of 
that description brought to the Hospital, tJie average age is estimated 
at seven years, although the condition of early childhood is most 
favourable for the operation. 
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REPORT for 1882. 



The Committee of Management of the Boyal London 
Ophthalmic Hospital, Moorfields, have the pleasnre 
to present their Annual Report for the past year 
to the Donors, Subscribers, and friends of the 
Institution. 

At the commencement of 188^ the financial pros- 
pects of the Hospital were not such as the Committee 
could congratulate the Governors upon, and they 
were compelled to make an eainest appeal to the 
public in consequence. The work of the thrde previous 
years had resulted in a very large deficiency, caused 
by the great decrease in the income as compared 
with former years, and also by the heavy expenditure 
necessitated by the increase of In-Patients and the 
greater number of beds placed in the Hospital 
for their accommodation. The Committee feared 
that it might be necessary to reduce the number 
of beds by closing one or two of the Wards ; it is 
therefore with much thankfulness that through the 
assistance of very kind friends and the receipt of 
some legacies, they have been able up to the present 
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time to continue their good work in its entirety, 
and without in any way curtailing the inestimable 
benefits the Hospital confers on the afflicted poor. 

It will be seen, on reference to the account of 
receipts and expenditure, that during the year the 
former have been in excess of the latter ; but it is well 
to call attention to the fact that this result has only 
been obtained by bringing into account the whole of 
the Legacies received during the year, amounting to 
d62,384. 18s. lOd. Beceipts from this source are 
obviously of a very precarious nature, and should, if 
possible, be capitalised to a large extent, and the Com- 
mittee must mainly depend upon the Contributions 
of the living to enable them to keep in use the full 
number of 100 beds now at the disposal of the 
Surgical Staff. 

Of the 24,018 Patients who have attended and 
received the benefits of the Hospital in the past year, 
1,868 were In-Patients. Of this number 303 were 
suffering from cataract, and the Committee are happy 
to be able to say that the operations for this 
very serious disease have been during the year more 
than ordinarily successful in their results. The 
attendances of the Out-Patients have been 110,750 ; 
and it is a most pleasing duty of the Committee, in 
considering this vast number, to acknowledge the 
great amount of work thrown upon their Surgical 
Staff, and to thank them most cordially for their 
willing labours, and for the time and attention so 
cheerfully given by them to the relief of the suffering 
poor. 
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The Committee, with very great regret, have to 
record the death of Mr. Geobge Critchett, a Consult- 
ing Surgeon to the Hospital, who had for some years 
previous to his retirement (in accordance with Bule 
XXII.) been Senior Surgeon to the Hospital. He 
was for 84 years on the Surgical Staff, and his 
great abilities and eminent surgical skill added much 
to the reputation of the Hospital, whilst his uniform 
kindness and cheerful manner to the Patients will 
long be remembered. During the past year the Com- 
mittee had to regret the loss of the junior member of 
their Staff, Mr. Egbert W. Lyell, whose untimely 
death at an early age terminated a life which gave 
promise of much usefulness. 

Mr. Edwabd Nettleship, formerly Curator and 
Librarian to the Hospital, has been elected an 
Assistant-Surgeon, to fill the vacancy existing on the 
death of Mr. Lyell. 

The Medical Beport will be found appended hereto, 
and will be of much interest from the record it 
contains of the variety of diseases treated at the 
Hospital. 

In submitting the account of Beceipts and Expendi^ 
diture, the Committee have the pleasure to tender 
their hearty thanks to the kind donors who have 
by their liberality supported the Institution. The 
Annual Subscriptions amounted to £758. 7s. 6d., 
and the Donations to £1,848. 16s. 6d., an increase in 
the latter of £406. 7s. lid. on the amount received 
in 1881. The Committee are most grateful to 
J. G. Babolay, Esq., for a Donation of £100, 
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to H. Gazenoye, Esq.^ for £52. lOs.^ and to Messrs. 

Truman, Hanbury, & Co., for £50, in response to their 

appeal, and also to an unknown donor, V. E. 0., for

£105.

The Committee have had the pleasure to elect the 
first-named Executors respectively as Honorary Life 
Governors under Eule XI., and have to thank the 
Executors generally for their promptness in the pay- 
ment of the bequests. 

The expenditure during the year was £6,227. 12s. 2d., 
being £703. lis. lOd. over that of the previous twelve 
months. Of this amount, however, more than £500 
was incurred in cleaning the interior of the Hospital 
and carrying out improvements that had been pro- 
nounced by the Surgical Staff to be of urgent 
necessity. The amount paid for Spectacles was 
larger to the extent of about £118. 14s. 8d., of which 
amount, however, a large proportion is accounted for 
in the receipts, as being paid for by those Patients 
able to purchase them ; whilst at the same time the 
cost of those specially manufactured for each separate 
case has been muph increased by more liberal exact- 
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ness in correcting the defects of vision by the use of 
compound lenses. 

It cannot be too widely known that this Hospital 
is open free of any charge to all suffering from Eye 
disease, and who are without the means to enable 
them to obtain the special surgical skill so necessary 
for their recovery. No letters of introduction are 
asked for or required, nor is any application refused 
to those whose cases come within the scope of the 
charity. The larger number of the In-Patients come 
from the country, and admission is given to those 
unable to arrive in London in time to see the 
Surgeon on the same day. The, benefits conferred 
are gratuitous, and everything necessary to recovery 
and comfort is generously provided. 

The Committee of Management feel that they can 
most earnestly appeal for help to those blessed with 
health, and more especially to those who have the 
inestimable gift of sight, and to many that have felt 
the affliction of its loss and the blessing of its reco- 
very. They ask the aid of the benevolent ; their 
gifts will help to keep many from seeking parish 
relief, thus enabling them to continue their daily 
work ; to cheer often a poor struggling needlewoman, 
whose failing sight from incessant toil needs the gift 
of spectacles to help her to earn a livelihood; and 
to save sometimes a poor little child from untold 
suffering and eventual blindness. The Committee 
cannot think that they will ask in vain, for they 
plead in the name of Him who healed the sick and 
restored the blind.

NAME. 

The Royal London Ophthalmic Hospital shall be Name and 
open daily for the relief of the Poor, of every country and p^^'p^'^- 
denomination, suffering from disease or injury of the Eye. 

II. 
OBJECTS. 

Every applicant, being poor, shall have gratuitous advice objectF. 
and a supply of medicine as an Out-Patient. Tn-Patients 
to be admitted by Governors' tickets, or at the discretion 
of the Medical Officer in attendance, regard being had to 
the extent of accommodation afforded by the Hospital. 

III. 

MANAQEMEITT. 

Committee : its Powers and Functions. 



The Hospital shall be under the management of a Com- ^ 
mittee, consisting of twenty-four Governors, to be ap- "^^"^ 
pointed at the Annual Meeting ; and the President, the 
Vice-Presidents, Treasurer, and Trustees shall be, ex officio, 
members of the Committee. The Committee, at tlieir first

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Meeting after being chosen, to elect a Chairman and Deputy 
Chairman. The Committee may appoint to vacancies during 
the current year, so as to maintain the full number of 
twenty-four should they think fit.

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and make a Report of them to the Animal General Meeting 
of Governors ; and shall cause accurate accounts to be kept 
of all receipts and payments, and take care that such 
accounts be made up to the 31st of December in each year, 
and laid, with the vouchers, before the Auditors, so as to 
have obtained their signature before the Annual General 
Meeting.
